COUNCIL  HEARS 
ECONOMY  PLANS 

Policing  of   Esquimalt  by, 
Provincial  Force  Would 
Prove  Saving 


Esquimalt  will  save  approximately 
$3,272.  if  the  Provincial  Police  take 
over  the  policing  of  the  munici- 
pality, it  was  learned  at  the  council 
meeting  last  night,  when  Commis- 
sioner J  H  McMullln.  Inspector  T. 
W.  S.  Parsons  and  Staff -Sergeant 
Itobert  Owens,  of  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Provincial  Police,  attended 
The  actual  cost  of  the  policing,  with 
two  constables,  would  be  $5,470.  as 
compared  with  $8,742.  with  three 
constables. 

The  Provincial  Police  would  not 
take  over  the  full  duties  of  the  preb- 
ent  force,  Col.  McMullln  told  tbc 
council,  the  municipality  having  to 
bear  the  cost  of  the  tax  collecting 
pound  keeping  and  fire  department 
The  commissioner  Informed  the 
board  that  he  did  not  think  the 
police  work  required  more  than  two 
men,  and  in  event  of  another  man 
being  needed.  It  would  only  be  nec- 
essary to  communicate  with  head- 
quarters In  the  city,  and  men  could 
be  rushed  out  within  five  or  ten 
minutes. 

A  MUNICIPAL  SAVING 
Col.  McMullln  pointed  out  that  If 
the  provincial  men  were  brought  In, 
it  would  be  a  municipal  saving  of 
$250  for  superannuation,  and  $451 
for  allowance  for  the  car  which  had 
been  used  by  former  Chief  John 
Acreman.  The  municipality  would 
have  the  use  of  the  provincial  court, 
he  said,  eliminating  courtroom  rent, 
which  Is  paid  at  present. 

The  council  was  Informed  that  the 
municipality  would  derive  all  profits 
from  the  collection  of  fines,  but  It 
would  pay  for  the  upkeep  of  a  car, 
which  would  replace  the  motorcycle 
a(  present  used.  In  the  case  of  this 
car  having  to  be  replaced,  it  would 
be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  British 
Columbia  body.  It  was  learned. 

Retarding  the  licence  oallisiiesM, 
Colonel  McMullln  said  that  it  would 
be  necessary  for  the  municipal  clerk 
to  give  the  constables  a  list  of  those 
whose  municipal  licences  had  not 
been  paid  and  the  police  would  have 
the  power  to  prosecute. 

EXTRA  MAN  ON  FORCE 

Stressing  the  necessity  of  having 
a  constable  "control  traffic  around 
the  beer  parlors,  Reeve  James  Elrlck 
said  that  at  times  It  might  be  neces- 
sary to  have  an  extra  man  on  the 
force.  Colonel  McMullln  replied 
that  this  would  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  Provincial  Police. 

Councillor  Alexander  Lockley  esti- 
mated that  the  annual  saving,  In- 
cluding all  miscellaneous  expendi- 
tures, would  be  $2,500,  with  the 
municipality  paying  the  cost  of  the 
fire  department,  a  poundkeeper  and 
tax  collector. 

Answering  an  Inquiry  from  Reeve 
Elrick  as  to  what  the  contract  terms 
would  be,  the  commissioner  said 
that  it  would  be  an  annual  agree- 
ment to  be  terminated  at  three 
months'  notice.  A  monthly  report 
of  expenditures  and  activities  would 
be  given,  he  said. 

PROVED  POPULAR 
Sergeant  Owens  pointed  out  that 
In  all  other  districts  where  the  Pro- 
vincial force  had  taken  over  the 
police  duties  they  proved  more 
popular  as  time  went  on  and  had 
always  proved  efficient. 

Councillor  C.  H.  Smith  stated 
that  he  was  In  favor  of  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Provincial  Police, 
and  he  would  like  the  proposal  to 
be  placed  before  the  ,people  at  the 
of  the  year  at  a  municipal 
election. 

It  was  decided  to  leave  the  matter 
over  until  a  special  meeting  of  the 
council,  to  be  held  tomorrow  eve- 
ning at  the  Municipal  Hall.

-Part 
of  a  group  of  100  men  arrested  early 
today  at  campaign  headquarters  of 
Mayor  Camillien  Houde,  twenty-five 
men  were  arraigned  In  police  court 
this  afternoon  on  charges  of  having 
in  their  possession  Illegal  document- 
ary knowledge  of  voters  In  the 
divisions  of  St.  James'  and  St. 

The  men  were  all  released 
on  bail  of  $25  each,  and  will  be  tried 
on  September  2.

In  another  part  of 
the  city,  a  special  constable,  Ernest 
Oaudet,  thirty-eight,  was  attacked 
and  beaten  by  a  gang  of  men  who 
drove  away  in  two  motorcycles.

Visitors  to  St.  Kllda  find, 
on  landing  at  the  island,  a  table 
laden  with  "curios"  for  sale.  Articles 
of  household  furniture  and  other 
belongings  which  might  be  supposed 
to  have  a  sentimental  value,  are  be- 
ing offered  for  sale.  For  some 
months  nine  former  inhabitants 
have  been  making  the  sales.  The 
accusation  has  been  heard  that  some 
of  St.  Kilda's  "relics"  have  been 
manufactured  at  Birmingham.

NEW  YORK,  Aug.  24  (AP).— The 
City  of  New  York  today  declared 
war  on  gangsters,  and  promised  def- 
inite and  drastic  action  against 
them. 

Acting  Mayor  Joseph  V.  McKee 
made  the  announcement,  following 
a  conference  attended  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  police  department  and 
the  prosecuting  staffs  of  the  District 
Attorney's  offices.  The  conference 
was  brought  about  by  Friday  s  ban- 
dit chase  which  cost  six  lives,  in- 
cluding those  of  two  policemen  and 
a  four-year-old  child. 

"This  is  warfare  against  a  dan- 
gerous enemy  who  gives  no  quar- 
ter," the  acting  mayor  said. 

'  Every  department  in  the  city  will 
co-operate  in  this  campaign.

U  was  the  attitude  of  the  Trades  Union  Con- 
gress which  precipitated  the  crisis^  Mr.  Mac- 
Donald  realized  that  while  his  Cabinet  was 
under  the  dictation  of  that  body  no  steps  could 
be  taken  to  balance  the  budget  successfully. 
There  Is  no  reason  to  doubt  his  own  honesty  or 
purpose  in  this  direction,  since  he  is  to  head  the 
emergency  Coalition  Government.  The  stumbling 
block  in  the  way  of  Labor  s  political  course  has 
been  the  adherence  of  Its  rank  and  file  to  the 
dole  system,  its  resolution  against  any  reform 
of  this  charitable  aid.  and.  In  fact,  its  desire  that 
tn  administrative  efforts  to  solve  unemployment 
'there  should  be  no  Interference  with  the  spread 
of  social  services. 

~  In  the  new  Coalition  Government,  which  Is 
merely  called  into  existence  to  surmount  a  finan- 
cial crisis  Mr.  Ramsay  MacDonald  will  be  Prime 
Mlnteter.  That  Is  an  expected  development,  as 
he  heads  the  largest  party  in  Parliament.  It  la 
acquisced  in  by  Mr.  Stanley  Baldwin,  who.  In  the 
emergency.  Is  to  serve  under  the  Prime  Minister. 
The  Liberals  are  also  participating,  though  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  may  be  too  111  to  take  a  Cabinet 
position.  It  will  be  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to 
the  nation  that  most  of  those  Labor  Ministers 
who  have  been  instrumental  in  precipitating 
the  present  Impasse  will  not  be  members  of  the 
Coalition  Government.  The  burden  of  blame 
must  be  shouldered  by  Mr.  Snowden  who.  as 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  had  the  task  of 
devising  a  balanced  budget,  and  who  failed.  It 
Ls  his  errors  of  Judgment  that  have  to  be  re- 
paired. The  Coalition  Government,  in  contrast 
to  its  predecessor  in  office,  must  confine  its  at- 
tention to  domestic  problems.  The  Labor  Ad- 
ministration had  been  concentrating  on  foreign 
affairs. 

The  best  of  all  reactions  of  the  new  Govern 
ment  will  be  the  effect  It  will  have  in  restoring 
confidence  in  the  public  mind.  No  longer  will 
there  be  an  administration  in  office  which  Is  re- 
sponsible to  the  persuasion  either  of  a  caucus  or 
of  an  organization  such  as  the  Trades  Union 
Congress,  which  was  never  brought  into  exist 
ence  to  exercise  political  control.  The  Coalition 
in  effect,  will  be  responsible  alone  to  the  entire 
elected  strength  of  the  House  of  Commons,  in 
this  way.  for  emergent  purposes,  it  will  represent 
the  nation  and  think  nationally.  In  the  de- 
cision reached  to  pool  efforts  so  as  to  effect  flsca 
stabilization,  there  is  an  understanding  that  the 
arrangement  is  purely  temporary.  When  the  goa 
of  balancing  the  budget  has  been  reached.  Par- 
liament will  be  dissolved.  That,  unquestionably 
Is  the  compact  made  by  the  three  political  par- 
ties In  the  meantime  there  will  be  a  session  of 
Parliament  before  which  legislation  will  be  laid 
and  on  the  basis  of  which  there  will  be  financial 
readjustment,  probably  involving  the  adoption 
of  an  installment  of  tariff  reform,  coupled  with 
economies  in  a  variety  of  directions. 

The  resignation  of  the  Labor  Government  la 
an  unquestioned  admission  of  failure  in  HIP 
Ity  to  meet  the  crisis  that  has  ensued.   That  it 
was  not  given  the  opportunity  to  follow  the  de- 
cisions discussed  by  the  sub-committee  of  the 
Cabinet  ls  due  to  dissensions  within  its  own 
ranks  and  the  failure  to  devise  such  plans  as 
would  meet  with  favor  from  either  the  Conserv- 
atives or  Liberals.   It  called  both  these  political 
parties  to  its  councils.   It  consulted   with  the 
heads  of  the  Trades  Union  Congress.  It  fathomed 
public  opinion  throughout  its  own  following,  m 
the  process  it  sensed  the  sentiment  of  the  coun- 
try as  a  whole  and  found  antagonism  was  rife. 
Upon  this  occasion  Mr.  Ramsay  MacDonald  has 
taken  the  path  of  statesmanship,  and  admitted 
by  the  resignation  of  his  Government,  its  in- 
ability to  meet  the  issues  that  have  arisen.  It 
is  a  decision  which  will  do  more  to  restore  public 
confidence  in  these  times  of  economic  stress 
than  any  which  rests  to  the  credit  of  the  late 
Labor  Government  during  its  entire  term  of 
office    That  term,  indeed,  has  been   one  long 
series  of  happenings  which,  in  their  cumulative 
effect  have  undermined  the  belief  of  the  people 
in  the  power  of  Labor  to  govern  In  times  like 
these.   The  present  outlook  is  that  it  may  be 
many  long  years  before  the  Labor  Party  again 
wins  any  decisive  measure  of  public  sanction 
of  its  right  to  administer  the  affairs  of  Britain. 


TASCHEREAU  SUSTAINED 


MR.  JAMES  HUNTER 


The  late  Mr.  James  Hunter  throughout  his 
residence  here  was  actively  engaged  in  a  variety 
of  Interests  as  business  man.  music  lover,  sports- 
man and  good  fellow.  He  will  be  missed  keenly 
by  an  unusually  large  circle  of  friends  who  he 
had  attracted  by  his  bonhommle.  In  the  bus! 
ness  in  which  he  was  engaged  he  was  well  in 
formed  and  successful.  To  the  musical  life  of 
the  city  he  was  an  asset,  and  in  this  regard  his 
nterest  never  flagged.  He  was  rarely  happier 
than  in  promoting  some  artistic  venture  into 
which  he  invariably  threw  himself  heart  and 
soul  as  organizer,  singer  or  actor.  He  was  one 
the  most  active  members  possessed  by  the 
Rotary  Club  which  he  Joined  on  its  inception

Not  only  had  he 
an  attractive  personality  and  winning  ways,  but 
his  earnestness  In  so  many  activities,  coupled 
with  the  ability  he  displayed  in  promoting  them, 
won  him  a  place  In  the  hearts  of  those  associated 
in  such  ventures  that  cannot  eWly  be  filled. 
His  death  will  be  mourned  by  a  very  wide  circle 
and  the  deep  sympathy  of  all  who  knew  him 
will  go  out  to  the  son  and  daughter  who  survive 

The  light  of  the  star  Arcturus.  traveling  at 
the  rate  of  186  miles  per  second,  is  expected  to 
reach  the. earth  on  June  l,  1933.

Two  records  have  been  established  under 
Britain's  Labor  Government.

The  result  of  yesterday's  election  in  Quebec 
shows  that  the  Conservatives,  tn  the  politics  of 
that  province,  have  made  no  gains.  The  change 
in  leadership  from  Mr.  Arthur  Sauve  to  Mr. 
Camille  Houde  has  meant  no  change  in  the  pro- 
vincial strength  of  the  party.  Mr.  Taschereau 
ls  sustained  in  power  by  approximately  the  same 
majority  as  he  had  in  the  last  Legislature,  and 
In  effeol  the  result  ls  summed  up  by  saying  that 
he  has  given  good  government  to  Quebec,  and 
its  people  are  proportionately  grateful.  None  of 
the  new  Issues  introduced  during  the  campaign 
had  any  effect  on  popular  feeling.  They  were, 
in  effect.  Issues  which  hardly  touched  upon  the 
fortunes  of  provincial  politics. 

There  is  one  point  in  Premier  Taschereau  s 
victory  which  deserves  pointed  comment.  Que 
bee,  through  its  Premier,  has  taken  a  strong 
stand  against  the  international  development  of 
the  8t.  Lawrence  Waterway  "upon  any  terms 
which  would  Involve  the  surrender  of  Canadian 
rights."  There  is  not  a  question  of  doubt  but 
that  the  people  of  Quebec  are  with  him.  and  they 
Illustrated  their  opinion  at  the  polls  yesterday 
The  Federal  authorities  will  pay  close  attention 
to  this  aspect  of  the  result  in  Quebec.  Inter- 
nationalism In  the  governance  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence Waterway  has  probably  received  a 
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We  had  known  James  Hunter  for 
many  yeafs.  Almost  everybody  In 
Victoria  had  known  him  for  a  long 
time,  many  of  them  very  Intimately 
for  he  had  a  multitude  of  friends 
Mr.  Hunter  was  In  the  fullest  sense 
of  the  term  a  splendid  specimen  of 
physical  manhood,  stalwart  of  body 
and  strong  of  mind.

Yet  the  secret  which  was  hidden 
from  all  other  eyes  was  well  known 
to  him.  Some  weeks  ago  he  re- 
vealed that  dread  secret  to  us.  When 
told  In  confidence  that  he  might  be 
called  hence  almost  any  hour  or  day 
the  revelation  seemed  incredible. 
We  thought  he  was  Joking,  for  he 
had  a  keen  sense  of  humor  and  de- 
lighted in  song  and  story,  with 
which  he  had  entertained  his  friends 
upon  many  occasions,  and  his  ap- 
pearance at  the  time  gave  no  Indi- 
cation that  the  end  of  his  earthly 
career  was  at  hand.  We  even  asked 
him  to  banish  such  morbid  notions 
and  sing  us  one  of  the  songs  which 
were  such  a  delight  to  his  friends  In 
the  old  days  of  not  so  very  long  ago. 
But  while  hi.  voice  appeared  in  con- 
versation to  be  a.  vigorous  and  as 
vibrant  as  ever,  when  he  told  us  that 
his  swan  song  had  been  sung,  then 
we  realised  the  seriousnes  of  hi.

However,  Jimmy's  case  wa.  quite 
different  from  some  other  similar 
cases  we  had  known  in  the  course 
of  our  pllgramage.    There  are  very 
few  beings  of  either  the  higher  or 
the  lower  order  in  this  world  who 
can  look  death  in  the  face  without 
flinching.    We  have  seen  looks  of 
despair  in  the  eyes  of  both  human 
being,  and  dumb  animals  when  they 
knew  the  knock  they  heard  upon 
the  door  wa*  made  by  the  hand  of 
death.    There  was  no  such  shadow 
in  the  eyes  of  Jimmy  Hunter  the 
last  time  we  met  and  talked  with 
him.    He  was  as  cheerful  as  of  old. 
He  had  a  new  .tory  to  tell,  and  he 
told  it  as  cheerfully  as  if  he  had 
countless  number,  of  stories  treas- 
ured in  his  memory  to  tell  in  the 
years  to  come.    He  was  a  Scot,  but 
he  was  not  like  the  Scot  of  the  Scott 
story.    When  faced  with  the  Invin- 
cible enemy,  he  did  not  turn  his  back 
and  flee  and  bring  discredit  upon 
his  clan  and  kind.    Figuratively  he 
cocked  hi.  bonnet  upon  his  shapely 
head  and  met  the  enemy  gallantly 
and  courageously.    He  was,  like  one 
of  the  best  of  the  imaginary  charac 
ters  of  his  great  townsman,  Robert 
Louis  Stevenson,  "a  bo nnle  fechter 
and  a  fine  figure  of  a  man  all 
life  and  to  the  end.  All 
to  his  memory,  will  be  the 
sentiment  of  his  many  friends  and 
admirer.  In  British  Columbia  who 
knew  him   well   and  enjoyed  his 
company.

If  any  confirmation  ls 
wanted.  It  is  only  necessary  to  read 
the  reports  of  the  Farm  Board  and 
the  various  stabilization  committees 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  ac- 
counts of  the  reasons  for  the  fail- 
ures of  the  6,900  odd  banks  which 
closed  their  doors  in  the  States  last 
year,  or  the  newspaper  report,  of 
the  conditions  prevailing  among  the 
farmers  in  the  Prairie  Provinces. 

I  suggested  that  the  assumption, 
so  confidently  made,  that  the 
present  unemployed  would  be  reab- 
sorbed into  industry  might  be  ill- 
founded  for  several  reasons.  In  the 
first  place,  as  Mr.  Edwin  points  out 
in  his  letter  which  follows  that  of 
Mr.  Hastings,  in  the  issue  of  The 
Colonist  of  the  22nd  instant,  the 
extended  and  extending  use  of 
machinery  has  lessened,  and 
promises  to  continue  to  lessen,  the 
demand  for  manual  labor.  In  the 
second  place,  the  enormous  scales 
of  massproduction  of  the  last  few 
years,  coupled  with  the  system  of 
payment  by  installments,  has  neces- 
sarily impaired  the  purchasing 
power  of  the  general  public,  which 
will  not  be  regained  for  some  time. 
Thirdly,  the  Inability  of  the  farmer 
to  sell  his  products  must  necessarily 
restrict  his  ability,  not  only  to  buy 
fresh  articles  produced  by  the  In- 
dustries, but  also  to  pay  for  what  he 
has  already  bought,  and  lastly,  that 
the  transition,  which  1.  obviously  in 
progress,  from  large-scale  industrial 
farming  to  small-scale  sustenance 
farming,  must  necessarily  react  very 
powerfully  on  all  the  manufacturing 
and  transport  industries  which  has 
been  built  upon  a  scale  comfortable 
to  large-.cale  agriculture. 

I  do  not  observe  that  Mr.  Hast- 
ing, has  offered  anything  to  contro- 
vert this  reasoning  or  to  show  that 
It  has  no  foundation  In  "ie  facts  of 
the  situation.  I  do  not  notice  that 
he  places  great  reliance  on  trade 
treaties  and  the  artificial  stimula- 
tion of  trade. 

It   will   be  remembered  that  the 
ssue  of  The  Colonist  which 
contained  the  details  of  the  lately- 
concluded    Australian    treaty  also 
bore  a  letter  from  the  president  of 
the  E?«  Producers'  Association,  to 
the  effect  that    the    same  treaty 
would  react  very  unfavorably  on  his 
industry,  and  would  Jeopardise  an 
Investment  of  some  |24.0OO.rr  That 
apprehension  may,  or  may  not.  have 
been  Justified;  but  It  doe.  show  this, 
that  trade  treaties  may  hurt  as  well 
ss  help.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
a  large  feature  of  the  last  Federal 
election    was    the  question  of  the 
abrogation   of   the   New  Zealand 
treaty,  which  was,  in  fact,  abrogated 
But  there  are  other  possible  ob.ta- 
cle.  to  the  entire  success  of  trade 
treatiea.   At  the  present  time,  many 
countries  are  seriously  impoverished 
Some.  even,  have  depreciated  cur- 
rencies, and  countries  with  depre- 
ciated   currencies   have   a  strong 
tendency  to  Import  less  and  export 
more.  What  Is  the  good  of  a  treaty 
to  trade  when  people  are  too  poor 
to  buy.  or  when  a  depreciated  cur 
rency  Interfere,  with  their  buying? 
Moreover,  many  countries  are  do. 
lng  their  doors  to  some  "br  other 
form  of  foreign  trade.   Mr.  Outhrte 
has   gone   to   Geneva   to  protest 
against  a  suggested  league  of  Euro 
pean  state,  to  trade  In  grain  only 
among  themselves:   whether  it  is 
thought  that  these  state,  will  pre- 
fer our  Interest*  to  their  own  is  not 
dlacloeed.   It  appear,  that  Uruguay 
has  closed  Its  border,  to  all  Importa- 
tion.   How  can  one  toll  what  imi-

Mr  Hastings  considers  that  road- 
building  will  yield  the  quicker  re- 
turns, but  he  omits  to  tell  us  the 
nature  of  those  returns.  Certainly 
there  will  be  one  return,  in  the 
shape  of  considerable  expendn  Ottt 
for  maintenance,  but  Mr.  Hastings 
does  not  mean  this. 

The  suggestion,  which  I  ventured 
respectfully  to  make,  was  based  on 
these   considerations      Very  large 
sums  must  necessarily  now  be  spent 
on  the  relief  of  unemployment  We 
are  told  on  high  authority  that  there 
are  in  this  province  some  20,000,000 
acres  of  agricultural  land.    If  that 
land  1.  not  cultivated,  it  certainly 
cannot   be   considered    wealth  in 
being.    By  clearing  suitable  areas, 
by  .ceding  them  to  pasture,  by  sup- 
plying them  with  roads,  water  and 
buildings,  we  should  be  preparing 
them  for  a  .olid  foundation  to  our 
economic  structure.  The  money  has 
to  be  spent.   It  can  be  spent  either 
in  enterprises  whose  productiveness 
will  depend  on  the  extent  of  tourist 
traffic,  or  it  can  be  spent  in  enter- 
prises which  would  provide  a  means 
of  subsistence  and  security  for  a 
larger  number  of  families  who  may 
come  to  be  in  need  of  it.  Of  course, 
it  is  much  more  spectacular  to  build 
transcanada  highways,  and  there  1. 
always  a  warm  feeling  of  virtue  In 
hearim?  oneself  called  an  optimist. 
But    there    is    this  consideration: 
Economic  matter,  have  become  very 
complicated  and  erratic,  and  no  one 
seems  to  be  very  successful  either 
In  understanding  or  improving  them. 
Our  leaders,  political,  financial  and 
Industrial,  have  been  telling  us  for 
some  time  that'  prosperity  is  Just 
round   the   next  corner;  the  plain 
citizen  may  be  pardoned  if  he  is  be- 
ginning to  believe  that  they  don't 
know  any  more  than  he  does;  that 
they    are    Just  guessing;  and  not 
guessing  very  well.  If  my  Judgment 

S»t;it  wtt  sUll  be  possible,  in  the 
day.  of  prosperity,  to  build  all  the 
road,  we  need  out  of  surplus  rev- 
enues, and  we  shall  never  lack  agri- 
cultural settlers,  when  we  have 
ready-made  farms  to  offer.  But 
what  if  I  should  prove  not  to  have 
been  wrong?  Is  It  wise  to  stake  so 
much  on  the  chance  of  something 
good  turning  up  next  year?  Is  it 
right  to  gamble  with  the  destinies 
of  Canada? 

The  fact  that  some,  or  many,  of 
the  unemployed  are  not  used  to 
agricultural  life  does  not  alarm  me. 
One  of  the  outstanding  character- 
istics of  the  dwellers  on  this  con- 
tinent is  that  they  can  turn  their 
hands,  and  successfully  turn  their 
hands,  to  anything  new  which  hap- 
pens along.  The  men  and  women, 
who  settled  Lennox  and  Frontenac 
were  durcharged  soldiers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  mercantile  clasws;  New 
Lenark  was  populated  by  weavers 
from  Glasgow;  and  the  story  i.  the 
same  in  many  other  parts;  indeed, 
if  statistics  could  be  collected,  It 
would  probably  appear  that  the 
pioneers,  who  were  previously  agri- 
culturists, were  considerably  in  the 
minority,  since  farming  i.  a  stable 
occupation  which  does  not  betray 
those  who  follow  it.  whereas  there 
ls  always  an  element  of  Insecurity 
In  other  walks  of  life,  which  not  sel- 
dom has  driven  the  doctor,  the  law- 
yer, the  merchant  and  the  clerk  to 
seek  a  living  in  the  best  place  where 
It  can  be  found— on  the  land. 

If  Mr.  Hastings'  assumption  is  cor- 
rect, that  settlers  woutd  take  some 
time  to  become  self-supporting, 
there  would  seem  to  be  all  the  more 
reason  to  begin  as  early  as  possible. 
Until  they  are  able  to  maintain 
themselves,  they  must  be  cared  for. 
and  the  devotion  of  our  resources  to 
this  purpose  would  certainly  be  a 
more  prudent  course  than  dissipat- 
ing them  on  roads.  What  wc  are 
doing  is  an  inversion  of  the  natural 
order;  given  self-supporting  agricul- 
tural communities,  road,  can  be 
built  and  maintained  with  ease;  and 
such  communities  afford  a  stabler 
foundation  for  the  national  building 
than  a  problematical  tourist  trade. 
Everything  rests  on  the  land,  both 
in  a  literal  and  a  figurative  sense 

There  is  one  point  on  which  I 
think  Mr.  Hastings  must  certainly 
be  In  error.  He  says  he  has  "rea- 
sons to  believe"  that  this  subject 
has  been  exhaustively  canvassed  by 
the  Cabinet.

I  am  not  aware  that  any 
such  pronouncement  has  been  made. 
It  is.  therefore,  difficult  to  under- 
stand what  can  be  Mr.  Hastings' 
for  his  belief.

SAVINGS  PROVE 
INDEX  Of  HOPE 

Dr.  D.  F.  Pegrum  Urges 
Cancellation  of  Interna- 
tional Debts  at  Meeting 


At  their  luncheon  yesterday,  In 
the  grillroom  of  the  Empress  Hotel, 
member*  of  the  Oyro  Club  listened 
to  a  lecture  by  Dr.  p.  F.  Pegrum. 
professor  of  economics  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  on  "Conditions 
Affecting  the  Present  Business  De- 
pression." Introduced  by  the  chair- 
man, W.  C.  Hudson,  the  lecturer  de- 
clared that  the  Oreat  War  had  re- 
sulted In  a  change  from  a  national 
to  an  International  view  of  the  field 
of  economics,  and  this  international 
situation  called  for  international  so- 
lutions. 

The  speaker  emphasized  that  the 
moat  hopeful  sign  of  an  end  to  the 
prf/ent  depression  was  to  be  found 
in  the  Increased  savings  of  Cana- 
dians as  reflected  by  banking  Insti- 
tutions, and  such  personal  economy 
was  an  Index  of  prosperity  in  the 
immediate  future. 

War  had  developed  communica- 
tion between  nations,  but  national 
tariff  walls  hampered  international 
trading  conditions.  The  present 
tariff  of  the  United  States  acted  as 
a  hindrance  to  the  exchange  of  com- 
modities with  Europe,  which  could 
hardly  pay  debts  unless  more  free- 
dom was  accorded  European  and 
other  nations  to  enter  United  States 
markets.  He  stated  that  no  coun- 
try could  afford  to  be  self-sufficient 
and  Independent  of  the  rest  of  the 
world,  and  this  fact  was  becoming 


an  international  arrangement  of 
tariffs. 

INTERNATIONAL 

Much  of  the  present 
Dr.  Pegrum  contended,  would  be 
avoided  if.  the  moratorium  In  Inter- 
national debts  was  to  lead  to  a  gen- 
eral cancellation  of  these  debts,  or  a 
reduction  whereby  the  European  na- 
tions could  become  borrowers  of 
gold,  and  help  deplete  United  States 
and  French  reserves.  With  more 
activity  in  the  gold  market,  com- 
bined with  a  lowering  of  tariffs,  the 
producer  would  get  closer  to  the 
consumer  and  the  present  strain 
would  ease  off. 

Summing  up.  Dr.  Pegrum  main- 
tained that  the  superabundance  of 
gold  in  the  United  States  had  only 
led  to  an  era  of  luxurious  spending 
and  credit  inflation.  The  Interna- 
tional solutions  were  to  redistribute 
or  reinforce  the  world's  gold  supply 
and  reduce  national  tariffs.  Both 
In  Canada  and  the  United  States 
the  great  need  was  to  get  down  to 
work,  save,  and  steer  clear  of  indi- 
vidual and  community  pessimism, 
the  speaker  declared.

TRADE  BALANCES 
The  trade  balances  of  the  world 
had  been  completely  upset  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  Oreat  War.  the  bulk  of 
the  world  s  gold  supply  being  now  In 
the  United  States  and  France.  This 
situation.  Dr.  Pegrum  stated,  had 
led.  in  1921.  to  the  beginning  of  a 
feverish  activity  hi  manufacturing 
industries,  developed  largely  through 
war  years,  as  it  had  also  brought 
about  a  situation  In  agriculture 
wherein  the  farmers'  production  ex- 
ceeded the  world's  demands.  The 
continued  flood  of  European  gold 
brought  Into  play  the  element  of 
speculation  in  stocks  and  shares,  and 
the  extension  of  the  credit  system 
In  buying  by  installments.  This  In- 
flation of  credit  carried  to  extremes 
ultimately  paved  the  way  for  the 
slump  of  1929;  the  Interior  produc- 
tions by  this  time  reaching  such  a 
stage  that  world  markets  became 
saturated. 

During  this  sme  period,  these 
markets  were  further  outlawed  by 
a  large  expansion  of  the  system  of 
national  tariffs  In  Europe  and  other 
countries,  while  the  United  States 
tariff,  in  answer  to  these  exterior 
tariffs,  had  largely  failed  In  its  ob-

A  spiritual  message  on  the  Im- 
portance of  prayer  in  the  Christian 
life  and  the  Cathedral  as  a  House 
of  Prayer  was  delivered  by  the  Rt 
Hon.  Rt  Rev.  A.  F.  Wlnnington 
Ingram.  Bishop  of  London,  in  the 
two  farewell  sermons  which  he 
preached  from  the  pulpit  of  Christ 
Church  Cathedral  on  8unday.  Hun- 
dreds of  people  were  turned  away 
The  main  aisles,  nave  and  galleries 
were  crowded  with  those  who  gained 
admission,  and  another  vast  unseen 
congregation  listened  to  the  ad- 
dresses over  the  radio. 

Accompanied  by  Bishop  8cho- 
fleld.  Bishop  Remington  (of  Ore- 
gon). Very  Rev.  Dean  Qualnton. 
Mr.  Blythe.  J.  K.  Semmes.  Ven. 
Archdeacon  Laycock  and  Deaconess 
Robins,  the  Bishop  of  London  left 
for  Nanaimo  early  yesterday  morn- 
ing to  lay  the  foundation  stone  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  saying  good-bye 
to  Victoria  after  a  pleasant  four 
days'  stay. 

His  text  on  Sunday  morning  was 
from  Psalm  lxv,  2:  "O  Thou  That 
Hearcst  Prayer,  to  Thee  Shall  All 
Flesh  Come." 

"My  first  word  to  you  gathered 
here  Is  to  congratulate  you  all  on 
the  splendid  achievement  of  the  last 
five  years.  I  really  can  hardly  be- 
lieve my  eyes  when  I  think  of  the 
hot  Summer's  day.  five  years  ago. 
when  I  stood  oiv  the  empty  site 
above  which  there  now  stands  this 
beautiful  house  of  prayer  and 
which,  when  completed,  will  be  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  examples  of 
Anglican  ecclesiastical  architecture. 
Without  three  such  men  as  your 
Bishop,  your  Dean  and  your  Arch- 
deacon, backed  up  by  a  splendid 
body  of  laity,  such  a  thing  could 
never  have  been  accomplished,"  said 
the  preacher  In  the  preface  to  his 
sermon. 

AN  ANSWER 

The  Cathedral  here  was  a  con- 
crete answer  to  the  message  sent 
out  by  the  Cathedral  at  Liverpool, 
thousands  of  miles  away. 

The  preacher  related  the  evidence 
of  science  to  the  evidence  of  re- 
ligion. A1J  great  men  seemed 
agreed  that  science  only  helped  man 
to  read  God's  thoughts.  Nearly  all 
the  great  scientific  discoveries  had 
been  made  by  religious  men,  and 
Eddington,  Sir  John  Oliver  and  men 
of  such  standing  testified  that  none 
of  the  scientific  phenomena  would 
have  any  meaning  or  significance 
unless  there  were  one  great  God 
above. 

REASONS  FOR  BELIEF 

Reasons  for  belief  In  prayer  were 
advanced.  A  first  reason  was  the 
fact  of  the  all-prevalence  of  the 
prayer  instinct  among  mankind. 
Then  nearly  all  men  admitted  that 
prayer  did  good.  In  this  connection 
the  Bishop  of  London  said  he  would 
not  argue  the  truth  of  the  fact  of 
Christ.  This  must  be  accepted,  or 
nothing.  After  many  years  of  doubt 
as  a  youth  he  had  eventually  (he 
was  not  ordained  until  he  was 
twenty-six)  decided  that  the  only 
possible  answer  that  could  be  given 
to  those  who  disputed  whether 
Christ  were  merely  a  man  was 
"Thou  art  the  King  of  Olory,  the 
everlasting  Father."  The  third 
reason  for  belief  in  prayer  was  that 
it  was  an  act  of  faith,  a  venture  of 
faith. 

The  preacher  then  reviewed  the 
five  secrets  of  prayer:  Prayer  must 
be  personal,  believing  in  the  love  of 
God.  It  must  be  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  which  meant  far  more 
than  merely  saying  "for  Jesus' 
sake."  Also  prayer  must  be  In  the 
spirit  and  prayer  must  be  large- 
hearted,  thinking  in  the  family  or 
group  sense  rather  than  in  the 
small  and  egotistical  sense.  First 
things  must  be  put  first. 

LONDON'S  NEEDS 

"I  would  rather  have  London  free 
from  penury,  free  from  overcrowd- 
ing, free  from  vice  at  night,  than 
find  some  cure  to  personal  things," 
said  the  preacher  in  this  connec- 
tion. 

Some  argued  that  action  was  more 
important  than  prayer.  One  man 
in  London  had  said,  for  instance, 
that  it  would  surely  be  of  much 
greater  help,  in  securing  the  forty- 
five  churches  which  London  needs, 
if  someone  came  forward  with  a 
generous  gift  of  money  than  for 
someone  to  sit  down  and  pray  for  It 
But  It  was  to  the  praying  people 
that  the  Bishop  looked  for  the 
wherewithal  to  build  the  forty-five 
churches. 

In  the  evening 
ton-Ingram  indicated 
giving  should  go  hand 
prayer,  maintaining  that  the  ma- 
jority of  people  had  much  more  to 
be  thankful  for  than  grumble  about. 
Even  the  beasts  of  the  Jungle,  preyed 
upon  by  their  fellows,  had  happy 
lives,  according  to  naturalists.  Life 
was  a  great  adventure,  and  without 
the  sense  of  adventure  it  would  not 
be  worth  living.  The  happiness  of 
life  exceeded  Its  unhapplness.

their  wedding  on  August  14.

extended  Mr.  Duval  on  the  attain- 
ment, on  August  16,  of  his  eighty- 
second  birthday.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Duval  are  among  the  best-known  of 
Saanich  residents,  and  both  are 
wonderfully  energetic  and  youthful 
In  their  outlook  upon  life. 

Mr.  Duval  was  born  near  Three 
Rivers.  Quebec,  on  August  18,  1849 
and  came  West  in  1872.  From  Vic- 
toria Mr.  Duval  went  prospecting  in 
the  Cassiar  and  Peace  River  coun- 
try, his  partner  being  the  first  to 
discover  the  great  mining  possibil- 
ities of  that  area.

CALENDAR  REFORM 

Sir, — How  many  of  your  readers 
know  that  for  years  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic  there  has  been  a  well- 
organized,  well-financed  and  deter- 
mined movement  on  foot  to  do 
what  has  never  been  done  or  at- 
tempted except  by  the  avowed  ene- 
mies of  all  religion,  namely,  to 
break  up  and  destroy  the  continuity 
of  the  seven-day  week  which  has 
come  down  to  us  in  unbroken  cycle 
from  the  remote  past,  and  which 
Christendom  has  always  believed  to 
have  been  established  by  the  Cre- 
ator himself. 

I  refer  to  the  Calendar  Reform 
movement  which  Is  sponsored  by 
Moses  Cotaworth  and  backed  by  the 
mult! -millionaire  Eastman  of  cam- 
era lame,  and  which  has  been 
pressed  into  the  counsels  of  the  na- 
tions directly  and  through  the 
League  of  Nations.  As  the  matter 
comes  up  for  final  decision  at  the 
Fall  sittings  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions at  Oeneva,  to  which  sixty- 
four  nations  have  been  invited  to 
send  representatives  on  the  calen- 
I  dar  question,  it  is  time  to  sit  up  and 
take  notice,  or  we  may  cry  out  when 
it  is  too  late. 

The  position  briefly  is  as  follows: 
The  present  calendar  months, 
varying  In  length  and  with  regard 
to  the  weekly  cycle,  do  not  provide 
a  uniform  basis  for  the  compara- 
tive statistics  so  Important  to  large 
business  concerns.  A  system  was 
therefore  devised,  and  has  been 
adopted  by  many  large  businesses 
In  the  8tates,  whereby  the  year  Is 
divided  for  accounting  purposes  Into 
thirteen  months  of  four  complete 
weeks  each.  The  proposal  now  Is 
to  reform  our  calendar  so  as  to 
make  this  system  universal  and 
compulsory  on  all. 

It  so  happens  that  thirteen 
months  of  twenty-eight  days  do  not 
exactly  fit  in  with  the  established 
civil  year,  but  leave  one  extra  day 
over  in  an  ordinary  year  and  two 
such  days  In  a  leap  year.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  make  these  extra  days 
"blank  days,"  not  named  after  any 
day  of  the  week,  and,  as  It  were,  to 
4gnore  their  existence  In  reckoning; 
but  as  no  argument  can  obliterate 
them  from  the  scheme  of  things, 
the  result  Is  that  we  will  have  a 
"week"  of  eight  days 
year  and  twice  in  leap 

This  is  where  the  trouble  comes 
In.  In  the  week  following  the 
blank  day,  a  man  will  wake  up  in 
the  morning  on  what  in  the  usual 
course  would  be  Sunday,  but  the 
law  and  the  calendar  tells  him  that 
It  is  only  Saturday.  But  suppose 
the  man  devoutly  believes  the 
seven -day  week  and  its  rest  day  to 
be  of  Divine  appointment,  beyond 
the  power  of  man  to  alter,  he  Is 
Immediately  brought  Into  cruel  con- 
flict between  his  material  wants 
and  his  religious  convictions.  Tea 
be  keeping  Sabbath  on  Saturday 
when  other  people  are  working  Is 
awkard  enough,  and  this  must  go 
on  for  a  whole  year,  but  the  next 
year  he  is  In  a  worse  plight.  He 
must  that  year  keep  his  itrt  day  on 
Friday,  and  the  following  year  on 
Thursday,  and  so  on.  In  order  to 
keep  Sabbath  In  leap  year  he  will 
twice  have  to  go  back  a  day  with 
reference  to  the  world  in  general, 
who  It  Is  presumed  will  fall  In  with 
the  new  calendar  How  Is  a  man 
going  to  get  employment  who 
knocks  off  a  day  in  the  middle  of 
every  week,  and  how  are  his  chil- 
dren to  carry  on  at  school  or  col- 
BM  I 

Those  who  would  deny  the  Divine 
origin  of  the  week  have  been  unable 
to  devise  any  plausible  explanation 
for  the  immemorial  fixity  of  the 
weekly  period  which  has  marched 
on  undisturbed  through  all  the 
changing  scene*  and  changing  cal- 
endars of  human  life.

THE  LUXURY  AGE 
Sir, — If  one  came  to  consider 
seriously  the  cause  of  the  present 
world-wide  depression,  one  could 
sum  up  the  direct  cause  in  one  word 
— "Greed." 

It  Is  an  unpleasant  statement  to 
realize.  Take,  however,  the  Old 
Country.  The  contented,  happy 
workingman  was  called  upon  to 
serve  during  the  war.  What  hap 
pened? 

The  wives  at  home  began  to 
handle  more  money.  Fur  coats 
(real  or  imitation)  became  the 
vogue.  At  the  close  of  activities 
pawnbrokers  advertised  in  dally 
papers  that  no  more  fur  coats 
would  be  accepted.  This  is  the 
start  of  dissatisfaction.  Take  Can- 
ada and  the  education  question. 
You  cannot  put  more  than  a  quart 
in  any  vessel  which  holds  but  that 
amount.  So  why  try  to  make  chil- 
dren learn  mere  than  Is  healthy  for 
their  minds?  An  extra  expense  to 
the  ratepayers  and  discomfort  to 
the  children.  We  cannot  all  be  pure 
wool  and  a  yard  wide.  Cotton  Is  a 
great  necessity  also,  so  if  we  are  but 
unbleached  calico,  let  us  try  at 
least  to  be  of  the  best  quality. 

I  notice  today  In  The  Colonist 
our  Bishop  of  London  says:  "Chris- 
tianity is  the  remedy  for  the 
present-time  depression."  It  makes 
one  think  of  the  definition  of  that 
word,  so  easily  spoken.  •'Christian- 
ity" To  my  idea  it  means  serving 
God  and  to  serve  God  means  to 
serve  one  another.  This  is  the  only 
real  way. 

One  of  the  great  lessons  which 
may  be  learnt  by  present-day  con- 
ditions is  contentment.  This  may 
sound  extraordinary,  "but  neverthe- 
less is  correct.  The  Incident  which 
follows  Is  true: 

A  child  of  working  people  came 
one  morning  to  borrow  some  little 
thing  of  me.  It  was  early  and  I 
was  making  toast  over  the  Are. 
The  child,  whose  father  was  out  of 
work,  exclaimed.  "Mother  always 
uses  an  electric  toaster  on  the 
table."  This  was  not  because  of  the 
need  of  fuel.  Their  fire  went  on 
all  day.  It  being  Winter.  Electric 
washing  and  sewing  machines, 
autos,  radios,  expensive  clothes, 
with  no  thought  of  the  future.  All 
the  boys  to  become  doctors,  lawyers, 
or  teachers,  because  they  enjoy  free 
education.  Certainly  teach  the 
three  Rs.  and  if  a  child  has  Intel- 
ligence, It  will  quickly  endeavor  to 
acquire  more 
thing  useful. 

Contentment  in  whatever  walk  of 
life  is  a  great  beneAt,  and  serving 
one  another  will  soon  help  to 
banish  depression  in  any  country.

THE  BATTLE  OF  BEVERLY 
No.  I-The  British  Challenge 
It  has  been  exactly  twenty  years 
since  Harold  Hilton's  approach  to 
the  thirty-seventh  green  at  Apawa- 
mis  caromed  to  the  green  and  sent 
Fred  Herreshoff  to  defeat  after  a 
stout  uphill  fight  on  the  latter's  w 
part. 

Three  years  ago  at  Braeburn,  Phil 
Perkins,  another  British  entry,  wen 
his  way  to  the  final  round,  but  on 
this  occasion  Bobby  Jones  was  bar- 
ring the  path.  Hilton  is  the  only 
Invading  entry  who  ever  won  the 
United  States  amateur  golf  cham- 
pionship, but  Phil  Perkins  will  be  a 
serious  threat  at  Beverly  In  the  next 
fortnight  for  several  reasons. 

In  the  first  place  he  is  one  of  the 
best  shot  makers  In  golf,  a  sound, 
all  around  player. 

In  the  second  place,  he  Is  a  sea- 
soned campaigner  who  has  fought 
his  way  to  the  front  more  than 
once. 

In  the  third  place,  he  Is  what  Blll 
Tilden  calls  "tournament  tough," 
which  means  <that  he  has  faced  a 
long  campaign  that  goes  back  to  last 
Winter  in  the  South,  where  he 
played  a  long  stretch  of  golf  that 
averaged  around  70.  He  averaged 
below  70  for  ten  consecutive  rounds 
at  one  stretch. 

In  1938,  Perkins  won  the  British 
title  and  went  to  the  final  of  the 
United  States  championship.  That 
was  quite  enough  to  prove  his  con- 
sistency under  fire.  At  Inverness, 
in  July,  he  had  closing  rounds  of 
73-70.  which  led  the  big  field  that 
last  day. 

Length  and  control  of  a  long  game 
is  needed  at  Beverly.  To  show  how 
Perkins  stands  in  this  respect,  at 
Inverness  on  the  530-yard  thirteenth 
hole,  he  laid  a  spoon  shot  dead  for 
an  eagle  3  in  the  morning  and  put 
a  spoon  shot  ten  feet  away  from  the 
cup  in  the  afternoon.  Perkins  can 
play  almost  any  type  of  shot  and  he 
is  a  first-class  putter  He  will  be 
as  dangerous  as  any  man  In  the 
field,  for  he  is  accustomed  to  18- 
hole  play,  and  so  will  be  ready  for 
the  black  Wednesday  that  destroys 
so  many. 

Cyril  Tolley  would  have  a  better 
chance  If  he  had  played  more  golf. 
Beverly  will  suit  his  slashing  game. 
But  he  has  played  only  twelve 
rounds  In  a  year. 

If  he  can  get  his  game  going 
again,  his  big  hitting  will  have  a 
better  chance  at  Beverly  than  al- 
most anywhere  ekse.  But  the  Brit- 
ish entry  that  has  to  be  watched 
is  Perkins,  now  playing  from  New 
York. 


had. 

Outside  of  Boston  he  was  almost 
unknown  up  to  that  point— a  youth 
of  about  twenty.  A  short  while 
later  at  Brookline,  in  the  United 
States  open,  he  had  to  finish  3-3-4 
to  tie  Vardon  and  Ray— and  he  did 
Just  that.  Ttte  next  day  In  the  play- 
off, sandwiched  in  between  the  two 
great  English  stars,  he  wasn't  be- 
lieved to  have  a  chance.  He  not 
only  won,  but  beat  their  best  ball 
with  a  72  over  a  rain-soaked  course 
Here  was  the  most  dramatic  golf 
match  ever  played,  and  will  remain 
so  until  you  and  I  have  had  the 
divots  replaced  above  our  dust. 

A  year  later  at  Ekwanok,  Oulmet 
stopped  the  march  of  Jerry  Travers 
in  the  amateur  championship.  That 
was  seventeen  years  ago,  but  Oul- 
met, still  one  of  the  most  beloved 
of  all  competitors,  no  matter  what 
the  game.  Is  still  playing  golf,  Is  still 
a  factor,  as  he  proved  at  Pebble 
Beach  two  years  ago  when  he  went 
to  the  soml-flnal  round.  Oulmet  is 
still  a  fine  golfer  and  he  Isn't  yet 
forty.  He  still  must  be  reckoned 
with. 

What  about  Jesse  Guilford?  The 
first  time  I  saw  the  siege  gun  play 
at  Ekwanok  in  1914,  the  year 
Ouimet  won     Guilford  was  hitting 
that 'the  suchdPJ"°^lgi10U3  di*t*nc*s 

to  see  him  handle  the  howitzer 
Walter  J.  Travis  remarked  at  that 
time  that  Guilford  had  the  most 
perfect  full  swing  he  had  ever  seen 
— a  swing  that  traveled  in  a  com- 
plete circle.  Guilford  was  outlash- 
tng  opponents  from  sixty  to  eighty 
yards  at  Ekwanok.  He  won  his 
first  championship  at  St.  Louis  In 
1921,  beating  Bob  Gardner  with  a 
rush  of  birdies  down  the  stretch, 
something  like  4  in  a  row,  at  a 
critical  point  of  the  match. 

Guilford  handed  in  a  flash  of  his 
old  stuff  in  the  Canadian  amateur, 
recently,  with  a  72,  but  then  fell 
back.  He  has  played  little  com- 
petitive golf  in  the  last  few  years, 
but  he  can  still  give  any  opponent 
at  Beverly  a  bale  of  trouble  If  he 
can  only  slip  into  a  touch  of  his 
old  form.  I  still  recall  Guilford  at 
Skokle  In  1922.  Each  time  his  drive 
found  the  woods  he  got  a  par  or  a 
birdie.  Each  time  he  was  straight 
down  the  middle  he  missed  the 
green  with  his  next.  "How  are  you 
going,  Jess?"  I  asked.  "I'd  be  all 
right,"  he  said,  "if  I  could  only  keep 
off  this  blinkin"  fairway."

A  somewhat  baffled  correspondent 
writes  In  to  say  that  to  him  the  golf 
swing  is  entirely  a  mechanical  af- 
fair, either  right  or  wrong,  and  he 
can't  see  where  the  mental  side 
anes  in.  "A  big  red-necked  fel- 
low," he  writes,  "with  a  good  swing, 
can  get  his  70  where  a  college  pro- 
fessor with  a  poor  swing  can't  break 
100" 

Naturally  a  sound  golf  swing  Is 
needed  for  low  scoring.  You  can't 
think  the  baU  240  yards  down  the 
course,  or  think  a  long  iron  to  the 
green.  But  the  mental  side  Is  still 
important,  and  this  has  nothing  to 
do  with  intellectuality  or  heavy 
brain  work.  Here  is  where  the 
mental  side  comes  in: 

1.  To  be  overanxious  or  too  eager 
to  hit  the  ball  leads  to  tight  grip- 
ping and  a  fast.  Jerky  back  swing 

2.  To  think  ahead  of  the  stroke 
(about  bunkers,  hazards,  etc.,  on 
beyond)  leads  to  starting  the  down 
swing  too  soon,  often  before  the  back 
swing  Is  completed.

Short  Depression 
Follows  News  of 
England's  Crisis 


NEW  YORK.  Aug.  24  (AP).- 
Whlle  prominent  bankers  were  In- 
clined to  view  the  change  of  Govern- 
ment In  England  with  optimism,  the 
nnanclal  markets  here  were  left 
largely  to  their  own  devices  today, 
and  in  the  main,  drifted  somewhat 
lower. 

Despite  the  formation  of  a  nation- 
al all-party  cabinet  In  England,  de- 
termined te  balance  the  budget,  the 
fact  the  crisis  was  severe  enough  to 
lead  to  such  measures  was  at  least 
sufficiently  Impressed  upon  the  spec- 
ulative community  to  have  a  some- 
what depressing  Influence  for  a 
time.

DEFENSIVE  BID  AND  FORCING 


The  recent  Journey  of  George 
Davison,  the  seventy-year-old  in- 
valid of  Exeter,  England,  across 
France  to  the  Riviera,  cost  him 
$2,500.  Because  of  his  state  of  health 
he  engaged  special  trains  or  cars  all 


the  way.  The  train  from  Exeter  to 
Dover  consisted  of  two  baggage  cars, 
an  invalid  saloon  car,  a  dining  car 
and  kitchen.  In  France  a  special 
car  was  attached  to  the  famous 
Blue  Train. 


Most  contract  players  are  suffi- 
ciently familiar  with  the  procedure 
of  contract  bidding  so  that  they 
quickly  recognize  the  bids  consid- 
ered forcing.  Forcing  bids  are  such 
as  require  a  response  from  partner. 
Their  use  with  hands  of  many 
types  to  everywhere  recognized  as 
essential  in  order  that  the  proper 
bid  shall  be  reached.  Opening 
forcing  bids  carry  with  them  an 
element  of  risk,  as  by  their  use  the 
contract  may  be  so  high  as  to  risk 
defeat.  It  to  for  this  reason  that 
the  standard  of  hands  strong 
enough  to  force  partner  to  respond 
has  been  made  so  high. 

However  familiar  players  may  be 
with  the  usual  types  of  forcing  bid, 
there  are  few  who  would  ever  recog- 
nize a  pas's  as  a  forcing  bid.  When 
the  pass  becomes  a  force  it  is  at  a 
stage  in  the  bidding  when  it  Is  cer- 
tain that  the  partnership  can  make 
a  score  on  the  hand  either  by  penal- 
izing their  opponents  through  col- 
lecting a  penalty  for  their  overbid, 
or  by  securing  a  game  or  slam  at 
the  best  declaration  in  the  com- 
bined hands.  In  the  hand  which 
Illustrates  the  text  of  this  article, 
North's  pass  of  West's  defensive 
bid  of  six  hearts  to  a  pass  which 
requires  a  response  from  his  part- 
ner. Of  course,  North  knows  that 
six  hearts  cannot  be  made  and  the 
one  question  to  whether  a  bid  of 
seven  can  be  made  by  the  North 
and  South  partnership  or  whether 
they  must  be  content  with  the 
penalty  collected  for  defeating  the 
adverse  bid.  South  In  this  case  to 
in  a  much  better  position  to  decide 
the  question  and  North  decides  to 
leave  him  untrammelled  In  his 
decision.  If  North  should  double 
six  hearts  It  would  be  a  statement 
to  his  partner  that  he  was  so  much 
In  doubt  of  the  ability  to  score  a 
grand  slam  with  the  combined 
hands  that  he  believed  the  double
